woolen industry in this country is over pro- 
duction; add this to tho fact that full one- 
third of tho largo ostablishmnnls woro built 
at "war prices"— when labor aud .'nmterialH 
of construction wero excessively high — nnd 
wo hnvo nn oxplnnntion of "dull times" in 
this widely extended 
business.

A OKNXENNlAL LIGHTHOUSE. 


At the uortliimttt coruer of tbo goveru- 


ment building in au iron lighthofiso which 
fully illustrates tlio tirorlnions mndo by tho 
government for protecting tho lives tied 
property of all who bravo tho dangers of 
the doep, 
Tho bane of tho structure is of 


wood, but painted to represent gtono. 
To 


thi« the iron flanges of tho superstructure 
urn boltod, and above this ia a high iron 
cylinder, eighteen feet in diameter, the 
whole being capped by au oniaiuontal 
tower. In the oeuter of thin elevation is a 
place for a revolving or flash light of tho 
fourth grade, and over one of tho dorrncr- 


- windows (quite as ornamental as they aro 


useful; is a fog-boll weighing 4050 pounds. 
This bell aud light aro operated bv clock- 
work. 


This delicate jot massive pieco of mech- 


anism derives its power from n weight of 
over 800 pounds, aud by a simple change of 
motion is made to revolve the light or strike 
the fog bell at tho intervals required. 
Tbo 


clock-work • exhibited is intended to strike 
three times, then twice, then once, and so 
on. This is tho signal adopted for ono of 
the shoals on Long Island, to which tho 
lighthouse now on tho grounds, is to bo re- 
moved after the exhibition. Nonr this now 
attraction ia the fog siron, whoso very uu- 
lirenlike roar hos so often startled visitors 
to tho exhibition. This ear-splitting in- 
strument is littlo more than a very much 
elongated horn blown by steam, and yet it 
has boon honrd at a distance of thirty-five 
miles. As it requires the use of fresh water 
to generate its tremendous lung.power it 
can only be used nt inland points, but oven 
wbeu placed some distance from the head- 
land it has been found very effective. 


A smaller horn, made on the same priu- 


oiple but worked by a caloric engine, nnd 
intended for a lightship, is also on exhibi- 
tion. Near this is a large lantern and au 
iron lattice-work signal for day and night 
use on lightships. Tho lights and signals 
aro fastened near tho top of tho mast, and 
are distinguished 
by a difference of color. 


A lightship anchor, perfectly resembling a 
gigantio mushroom in shape, aud a number 
of immense buoys, etc., nro also on the 
ground.
